With the er^itm of the new ElectncHl Power Statiion and supply 
of eurreot to the whole pttKic in the Tow;:^ the Electrical Bepartmeht was 
coondered to be no iongef a Palace P^jiartnieDt.

'Coaacil was, therefore, pleae«d to order the tjraoiiri^of this Department from

11. SasigmUoH of the poet 0 / GimptroUi'r of the Household and 
Huardum of His Highness the Mafmraid' Bkup Hohadar bp Major N'mub 
Khusrv Jang .—His ^Ighness the Maharaja flhup Bahadur having been 
at School in En^nd, Major NawabKhusru Jung found that there was very 
little work for him in the nhture of guardian to His Highness. In the 
circunpBtanoes he felt that he was not justified in continuing in a position 
which practically amounted to that of asineoure. Secondly, his absence from 
India for a protracted period, as would be necessary, was not conducive to 
his interests. He therefore submitted hw resignation on the 2nd April, 
1928. The resignation was accepted with effect from the 1st June, 
1938. 

12. JutroductwH of new stamps in the S^afe—It was decided to intro¬ 
duce into the State new stamps containing the altered Coat of Arms of 
the State, that is, substituting the %ure of tiger for that of lion. The 
Treasury Officer and the Sub-divisional Naib Ahilkars were directed to 
destroy by burning iu their presence all the old stamps that were in, and 
came to, their possission on the Ist April, 1'929, on whici the introduction 
came into force and furnish certificates stating the number and value of 
tlie stamps thus destrwed. Tbe Stamp vendors also were directed to 
return on the Ist April, 1929 lo the Treasury or Sub-treasuries aH the 
old Stamps in their possejssion apd receive in exchange fresh stamps of the 
same value and denomination. 

13. Aetiga to take in the State on the term of the Slavery Convention, 

1926. —The Government of Bengal under cover of their llevenue Depart- 
nient. Miscellaneous Branch, letter No. 625 T. 11., dated the 9th September, 

1927, forwarded a copy of the Slavery 'Convention, signed pt Geneva, on 

the 26th SepUfrnbor,,192(5, together with an extract from a declaration, 
niade by Sir William Vincent in respect of the Indian States in the sixth 
Committee of thd Aumhiy of the League of Nations and desired that the 
Couch Behar Durbar would work steadily towards the amelioration of 
any condjitions wKioh were not in acoordenoe with the .tettns .of the 
ConvenUpn. The intention of the Convention is to secure the complete 
suppreiKibn of elavety ;^ its forms and of .the slave .tra^e bf land and 
eesi. In their Eevenue D^artment letter No. 11433 Miscrilaneous, dated 
theyfiStii Jatle, 1928,* the Government of Bengal iptimated that His 
Majesty’s GoVTOttent nji^ for' tt' 8^^ qf any important results that 

probably foliowad from abo'te mentioned commupicaiibii and requested 
to be fuTB^ed'with a' l^ri^ riiport in' respect of the Gooch Behar Stete, In 
reply the Qoverement wejre iniormed that in the Gooch Babar State alavery 
is not praetised inistuh,' nor aa» any conditions prevalent which may 
be hew to amoffiit lb 'finNlihd labour 'of toe kind against which tha Oonven- 
tiott is diaeoled; ' any shape is exacted from any nne

Surveys, representing the Government of Beng^and Mr. N. 0, Mustafi;. 
Naib Ahilkar, representing the Gooch Belbar liato, on the reiftng of the- 
mis^g pillars along Colonel Hirst’s seetjons of the Gooch Behar—Jalpai- 
guri boundary and on the joint enquiry led determination of the- strips 
Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 5 of Mr. Hart’s section of the boundary, together witb 
a set of mdps in 19 sheets. The Director eulM»itted one coj^ of the 
joint report together with one set of the maps to the Gooch Behar Durbar 
also. The Government of Bengal and the Cooob Behar Durbar both have, 
during the year of report, adopted the joint re^rt and tlie maps as showing 
the correct boundary for the portions dealt with Uiere^p. 

] 5. Topogravldcal Svrvfy of the Cooeh Behar State .—The contri¬ 
bution of Bs. 12,000 to be spread over two years, i’«.,*19*28-29 and; 
1929-30, which (he Regency<Iouycil offered (ipde paragraph 15 of tlie 
last year’s report) towards the cost of the Survey of the entire Stale 
territory by the No. 12 Party (Eastern Circle), on a scale of pne-inch to 
the mile was accepted by the Government of India on condition that 
Bl)ould special surveys on other scales be required, they should be separately 
paid for. The acceptance was conveyed by the Government of Bengal 
through the Commissioner of the Raishahi Division and Political Agent 
for tlie Gooch Behar State. The sum of Bs. 6,000, the half of the above 
contribution, which had been provided in the bud^t estimates of the year 
under report, was paid to the Government in ccAnpliance with the requisi¬ 
tion of the Director, Eastern t’ircle, by depositing the amount on the 8th 
Eebruary, 1929, in the Government portion of the Gooch Behar Treasury,, 
in favour of the Director The work, in connection with the operation made 
progress and triangulation was completed during the year of report. It may 
be stated here that Rs. 6,000, the remaining,half of the contribution, hae 
been provided in the Budget estimates for the yeat 1929-30.

Youb Highness, 

I HATE the honour to submit the Annual Report for 1928-29 of the 
Departments under my charge. 

I rewet that under the late Superintendent of Police, Srijut Aswini 
roonmr Quha, there have been grave irregularities and defalcations in liie 
Police Department. The matter has been thoroughly inquired into by a 
(Jommittee of Inquiry and on their report the case has been referred to 
Government who have decided to hold a Commission of Inquiry on Srijut 
Aswini Coomar Guha, who was lent to the State by the Government of Bengal. 

In the meantime, in order to overhaul the Police Department and put it 
once more on a proi)er basi| the Regency Council decided to ask the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal for the services of a British Officer for one year. The Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal have been pleased to lend the State the services of Mr. D. F. 
Lesslie, an Officer o£ the Indian Police and he took over his duties as Superin¬ 
tendent of folice on the 25th April, 1929. 

In all other Departments 1 am glad to be able to report continued 
psogress. 

The programme which we have set ourselves in the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment, is steadily maturing and there is a decided improvement in the rate of 
work. 

• 

Council are notsyet in a position ’ to consider any definite proposals as 
regards Communications. To do so and carry on a full programme would 
necessitate a separate staff and a loan of several lakhs of rupees to be devoted 
entirely to communications. This does not yet seem advisable. In the^ 
meantime good progress is being made on the West Emigration Road and the' 
Hoad to Tiifangunj. A seoondMy berm road is being m^e ajon" these roads 
at ^ parts where cart>traffio is excessive. When uese have l^n finished 
and main roadway is freed from cart traffic it will be possiblq to take in hand 
improvement to the road surface for motor and ordinary traffic. 

. A-fter a serious outbreak of cholera in 1928, it is satisfactory to find that 
up ^’date nrp have almost a clean sheet of health this year. Cholera has 
pra^pally bMn non-existent and small-pox has never been serious. 

A start has been made cm the inspection of all wells in the State and it is 
ho^ that in tite oominj| cold weather steps can be taken to repair thoroughly 
•nch welU ai^ priNluce good drinking water. When this is done the 
question. *ol! ionieasing tile nomber. of wells, specially in those nafts whew 
experianea hae shewn tiiat these fell diseases are most prevalent, will be consi¬ 
dered It iSttiopoaed in fiiinre to rink! ring wells', which are esponomioal and 
efficient, and far more suitable, tiiaa tim present s^tem of distributing tube 
watts which quickly go out of order. 

The Sti4« firumow are steadily iinproTing and giro no cause f(n; anxiety.

Christians and 4 of other communities as compared with 739 Hindus, 156

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It will be seen from the foregoing table that the fotal immlmr of Middle 
English Schools during the year under report remained unchaftgm at 24 ; of 
which 18 were aided and 6 unaided. Of the aided institutions, tb^i^imojree, 
Middle English School was reduced to the Middle Vemaoular status for "w^t 
of local support, while the Panigram'Upper Prinia^'StAool (wrth its unaidra 
English classes) was raised to the Middle English status ^r wtisfactory worJi;., 
Of the unaided institutions Khalisamari Middle English School ceased to 
exist for want of local support, while Uewanhat Model School and Einhata 
Girls School opened English classes during the year. It is worthy -of note 
that signs of eagerness in girls to receive English Elucation are in sight as 
('vinceil by the opening of the English classes in the Einhata Girls School. 
Mekligmij Girls School, also, is likely to lollovv suit. 

On the .31st March last, there wore 1108 pupils on the rolls of tbe 18 
regular Middle English schools against 1102 of the preceding year. There 
WHS, thus, a slight fall of 8t in. the number of pupils. The average daily 
attendance, also came down from 800 to 706 and the percentage of attendance 
from 7.0-7 to 74-8. Prevalence of Choltn-a and Sinall-pox in the neighbonrhooil 
of a large number of schools throughout the whole State, not only affected tbe 
roll-.strength but the attendance ksNveJl. Of the total number of hoys attend¬ 
ing this class of schools 673 vvere Hindus and 436 Mohamadans against 761 
Hindus and 441 Mohamadans in the preceding yciw. 

C 

The number of pupils reading English in this class of schools was 912 
.against 0I8 showing a decrease of 6 only. 

The expenditure on these schools amounted during the year to Rs 13,676 
of which lls. 5,121 was pud by the State and lls. 8,551 by the people. T'he 
corresponding figures tor the preceding year were Rs. 13,002, Rs. 5,122 and 
Rs. 7,880. The totid expenditure thus inciavis -d by Rs 673, the State’s share 
in the increase being lls. 2 only and that of the pehple Rs. 671.

It will be seen from the foregoing table that the total number of pupils 
on the rolls of these schools, was 825 against 903 in the previous year showing 
a slight decrease of 78 pupils. There was also, a corresponding fall in average 
daily attendance from 542 to 488 e., from 70 9 per cent to 68 2 per cent. 

The causes of this fall have been explained in connection with the Middle 
English Schools. 

’Of the*total number of 826 pupils studying in the State Model Schools 
652 • were Hindus and 27 3 Mahoraedans against 903 pupils, 623 Hindus and 
280 Mahomedans of the year before. 

Thottotal expenditure for the maintenance of these 13 Schools, amounted, 
during the year, to Rs. 9,402 of which the State paid Rs. 7,860 hnd Its. 1,542 
was met from School fees. The corresponding figures for the preceding year 
were Rs. 9M7, Bs. 7,605 and Rs. 1,642. Thus the total expenditure rose by 
lis. 255 and.tiie State’s by Its. 365. 

The Model Schools sent up 83 candidates to the Middle Vernacular 66 

to the Upper Piihnary and 30 to the Lower Primarj?. Examinations. Of 

total of 129 candidates 6 were absent and 87 passed—32 in the first divisioT!«-i« 
46 in the second and 9 in the third against, 100 candidates and 81 passes 
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of the year before. Although the number of candidates increased by 29, 
percentage of passes fell from SI'S to 7 O'7. 


140. The Middle Vernacular S,hooh—T:he number of Middle Vernacular 
Schools remained unchanged at 16 during the last two.years, althrogh owing 
to unsatisfactory condition some of tliese schools were rMUced to_Upper 
Primary while some of tlie lower class sciiools were raised to the Middle 
Vernacular status for their good work. 


The number of students on the rolls of these schools, however, rose front 
721 to 858 * c by 137 but tlie percentage of attendance, as in other classes 
of schools, feu'from 84'9 to 73'4. Of the^ total number of pupils attending 
these schools, 519 were Hindus and 3l7 Mahomedans against 519 Hindus and 
202 Mahomedans in the preceding year. 


Of the total expenditure of Rs. 4,388 required for the maintenance of 
these schools during the year, the State paid Its. ^ 2,715 and the people 
Rs. 1,673. Ihe corresponding ligures in the preceding year were Rs. 4,386, 
Rs. 2,738 and Rs. 1,648. 


The Middle Vernacular Schools sent up 120 candidates to the several 
public Examinations—1 to the Middle English, 16 to the Middle Vernacular, 
35 to the Ujiper Primary and 68 to the lyower Pfimary Examinations. Of 
these 102 pitssed— 60 in the first division, 33 in the second and 9 in the third. 
The percentege of passes rose slightly from 84 to 80'5. 

141. Special Schoals .—The number of special Schools continued to be 3 as 
in the previous year. This comprised the Sudder Nagri School for imparting 
education in Nagri, Suchh'r Madrasa for education in Arabic, Persian, etc. and 
the Anjunian Isiamia Institution for general education of Mahoinedan pupils. 


The nuiuher of students on the rolls of these 3 schools on the 31st March 
last, was 105 against 108 of tlie year beforov Of these 36 were Hindus and 
70 Mahomedans iiieluding 14 girls. The average attendance fell from 81 to 
73 and the total expenditure from Rs. 092 to Rs. 560 of which the State 
contributed Rs. 425 and tlie people Hs. 141 against Rs. 420 and Rs. 272 
respectively. The fall in the people’s share in the burden is accounted for 
by the fact that during the previous year a fair sum had been spent for con¬ 
struction new house for the Anjumau Isiamia Institution. 

Mahomedan iEducation.—The number of Institutions for the 
special education of Mahomedan hoys in the State on the 31st March 1929, 
was 12 including the Sudder Madrasa and the Anjumani Isiamia Institutions 
w'hich have been included in the. Middle Vernacular Schools. The number 
gf-sucli institutions in the previous year was 14. Of these Schools 8 were 
aided and 4 unaided against 9 aided and 5 unaided in the preceding year. 
1 aided and 1 unaided institutions were abolished as local help was not 
coming forth for their maintenance. ' ' *

1 H. Upper Pi bn 'ry Schools.-Tha number of Upper Primary Schools in 
the State on tlie 31st ^larcli IW‘29, was 4-l! against ia on tlie same date in 
the pn^ceding year.- Py redistribution of grants a bad Ui)pcr Primary 
Schools were re.duced to "the Lower Primary status, while 4 good Lower 
I’rimary Scliools were given Upper Primary grants for their satisfactory 
work. On the otlier band ,3 bad Middle Vernacular Schools were reduced 
to tlie L’liper Primary standard and 3 progressive Ujiper Primary Schools 
ncre raised to the Middle standard. 'J'iie net result was, therefore, a decrease 
of I in tho number of institutions of this type. Tiie strength of tliese schools 
on the 3lst March 192S), stood at 1,01U' agiiust 2,111 in the previous year 
showing a decrease of 1(17 pupils, Tlie average, daily atteiulvnc.; in them 
was 1,327 against l.thl in the [ircvioiis year. Tho average strength of each 
school was 4ii’l8 against 40 t) in the preceding yi'ar. 

The expenditnre on these schools in the ye.ar under report amounted to 
Its.

on the 7th February, 1929. 

The annexed table »T” shows the total rain-fall of tlie year under report 
and tliat of the last nine years It was 182'80 inches against l.’i^'Ol inches in 
the previous year. The average rain-fall of the last ten years was 155 ^4 inches. 

The rain-gauges were regularly inspected by the Civil Surgeon during the 
year under yeport. 

290. Jfafaw/yn^rSM.-The Midwife attached to the Sudder Hospital 
attended 91 Maternity cases, of which 43 were nmle and 48 females. Out of 
the total nntaber, one case was twins, 8 were still-born and 6 were dimcult

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Tlie Tufnngunj and the Meklignnj Sub-divisiotm were each provided with 
a Midwife. In the lafter place the cost was partly met, by the-Stata'and 
partly hv local contributions.

8ur|?eon, (Touring Officer) was in charge of the Mathabhanga and MekligunJ 
Sub-divisions with his head quarters at Dlathabhanga. 

226. In the Veterinaiy Hospital at Caoch Behar 1840 fresh cases, were 
treatwl during the year; In-paHents, —Equinies, 40 bovines and 11 other 
animals. Ont-patimfii .—229 Eqhines, 1278 bovinej and 270 other animals 
as against 1983 fresh castes during the previous ywe —Intpatienta.—XO equines 
44 bovines and 4 other animals ; and the Out-patients .—266 equines, 1403 
bovines and 257 other animals. 

6286 old cases were also treated in the Hospital during the year—/«- 
patients —Iming 1.45 pqi,iines, 69!) bovines and 100 other animals; Out-patients, 
673 equines, 3782 bovines and 996 other animals ns against 5792 old cfi.ses 
of the year previous; Inpatients —being 127 equines, 474 bovines and 28 other 
animals and the Outpatients .—813 equines, 3563 bivines and 787 other 
animals, showing an increase of 494 old cases. 

Medicines were supplied for 181 cases to the owners from different 
villages and for 88 cases within the town against 197 cases from the Mofussil 
and 79 cjises from the town in the previous year. 

The total number of surgical operations (both Major and Minor) per 
formed by the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon at the Hospifcd as well as at 
owners residences was 272 against 102 in the previous year. 

The Stationary Veterinary Assistant Surgeon in charge of the Sudder 
Veterinary Hospital receiv(‘d 3 Hoeinorrhagic Septiceemia and 7 Foot and 
Mouth out-hreak reports from the owners ot cattle. He attended them all 
and protected 22 Inyids of cattle by injection of Hoenitirrhagic Septicaemia 
Scrum and treated medically 23 cfxscs of Foot and Mouth disease. 

227. During the year under report the 2nd Veterinary Assistant Surgeon 
was out on tour for 119 days and visited 93 villages against 141 days and 139 
villages in the year previous. 

16 owes of Rinderpest, 29 cases of Foot and Mouth disease and 284 cases 
of non-contagious diseases were ti'cated medically by him against 11 cases of 
hindciqiest, 26 cases of Foot and Mouth disease and 379 of non-contagious 
diseates in the previous year. 

He received 17 out-break reports, both from Police Station and the 
villages viz. 4 of Rinderpest, 3 of Foot and Mouth disease, 4 of Haemorrhagic 
Septicsemia and 6 of other diseases agdnst 11 out-break reports nii.j 4 of 
Rinderpest, 4 of Foot and Mouth and 3 of Hcemorrliagic Septicsemia in the 
pi-evious year. 250 beads of cattle w'ere protected by Jiim with anti-rinderpest 
serum. No inoculation was made against Hoemorrhagic Septicaemia as the 
disease subsided causing death of 20 cattle. 

228. During the year uiuler report the 3rd Veterinary Assistant Surgeon • 
was out on tour for 161 days aiid visited 114 villages against 166 days and 115 
villages in the previous year. 

Ha troated 1831 new and old cases for contagious And rton-contaglous 
diseanes at head-quarters and mvfussil against 3283 in the year ^previous. 

outbreak reports were received by him. Of tlieso 3 HcEmorrbagic 
Septicaemja, 6 Foot and Mouth disease were reported by the Police^ Stations. 

8 iltemorrhagic Septicromia and 6 Foot and Mouth , dUeases were reportjed 
by the villagers and 1 Kinderpest detected by the Inspector, Civil Veterinary 
Department,*'against 6 Hoemorrhagic Septicsemia, 11 Kinderpest,and 30 Foot 
and Mouth diseases in the previous year. 

He attended dll the cases reported and inoculated lOG heads "of cattle 
with anti-rinderpest serum and 1808 with Hoemorrhagic Septicaemia Serum 
against 686 .Rinderpest <and 644 Hoemorrhagic Septiciemia cases in the 
year previous. 

There were 14 deaths from Rinderpest and 56 from Hoemorrhagic 
Septiemm^ against 69 deaths from Kinderpest and 36 from Koemorrhagic 
Septiemtnia in tto previous year. 
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All the reports of out-breiiks of Foot and Mouth disease were attended 
to and medically treated. No death from this disease was reported against 4 in 
the year previous. 

229. Cattle fairs. —Three cattle fairs at Dinhata, Haldibari and 
Changrabandha were held in the State during the' year. A large number 
of cattle was imported to these fairs from places outside the State, specially 
from Behar. The Veterinary staff attended the fairs in their resp^^ctivo 
jurisdictions and took all necessary measures to prevent an epidemic amongst 
the cattle. There was no out-break. 

230. Propaganda work was well carried on during the tour by the 

Veterinary Assistant Surgeons. , 

231. There were three studbulls under the Town Committee, Coooh Behar 
and one under the Town Committee of Mathabhanga. 338 cases w'ere 
served by the bulls at Sudder against 195 in the previous year. The bull at 
Mathabhanga, being too heavy for local cows, is being disposed of. 

232. The Veterinary Inspector, Jalpaiguri circle, inspected the 
Mathabhanga Dispensary on Gth and 7th May 1928. In September 1928 
he inspected the Sudder Hospital as well as the stores and medicines of the 
second Veterinary As.sistant Surgeon.
